We have noted a surprising increase in the amount of clover 
seeds that are sown in the fall. This is particularly noticeable in 
states to the east of us, Indiana and Ohio, and the tendency seems

One of the most successful ways to get started with Brome Grass 
is to sow it in the early fall, about the time that you would normally 
sow Alfalfa. You can then sow the Brome Grass alone if you wish 
although the addition of Alfalfa is generally recommended. The 
Alfalfa keeps up the nitragen content of the soil, therefore the Brome 
will last longer and will be higher feeding value. 


You should prepare the seed bed by discing your land thoroughly. Discing 
is preferable to plowing.
